Applicants' response was received April 09, 2007. 
Claims 1, 2 and 5 stand rejected. 
Claims 3-4 were cancelled. 

Claims 6-22 are allowable as indicated in previous office action. 
The priority date of March 11, 2003 is granted in light of amendments/remarks. 
The drawings are now acceptable. 
The specification is now acceptable. 
Claim objections are withdrawn in light of amendments. 
Claim rejections under 35 USC 112 are with drawn in light of amendments. 
Previous art rejections, with regards to claims 1 , 2 and 5 are withdrawn in light of 
amendments and are replaced with new art rejections. 
Application pending. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 2 and 5 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weaver (USPN 
5935268). 

As per claim 1 , Weaver teaches a method for generating error detection code of a data 
sector with sector data information and main data (i.e., Figure 8 and col. 3, line 15), comprising 
the following steps: generating a first error detection code according to the main data (i.e., Figure 
8 and col. 3, line 17); generating a second error detection code according to the sector data 
information (i.e., Figure 8 and col. 3, line 20); and generating the error detection code by 
operating the first error detection code and the second error detection code (i.e., Figure 8 and col. 
3, lines 31-35); wherein the first error detection code is generated when the main data is read 
from a host (i.e., Figure 8, reference number 122). 

As per claim 2, Weaver teaches, further in view of above rejections, the error detection 
code is generated by performing an XOR operation on the first and the second error detection 
codes (i.e., Figure 8 and col 3, lines 36-40). 



The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 USPQ 459 (1 966), 
that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows:

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Weaver (USPN 
5935268) further in view of Applicants Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 

As per claim 5, Weaver teaches, in view of above rejections, (i.e., Figure 1 ) ID data and 
ID correction data. 

Weaver does not explicitly teach the sector data to also comprise of reserve data (RSV) 
as stated in the present application. 

However, AAPA teaches (i.e., Figure 1 and specification, page 1 , paragraph 3) that 
information recorded on a DVD has physical structure including a plurality of data sectors. One 
data sector comprises 20 comprises reserve data (RSV) 23. Therefore it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include a reserve 
data in sector data within the teachings of Weaver. This modification would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art because one of ordinary skill would have recognized that when 
the optica] disc of Weaver is replaced with a DVD, then the sector data would comprise of 
reserve data (RSV) as is suggested in the AAPA (page 1, paragraph 3) and only the formatting 
would be effected.
